notill repair, Poftmaftei's-General, and they ai-e hereby authorized, empowered and re- 
wiiich niall quired, as foon after fuch Complaint as they conveniently can, to employ a 
fcrc Grand ]3i'oper and fufficient Surveyor to furvey fuch Road or Part of any Road as 
-Jury, who aforcfaid, and the fame lhall be-furveyed accordingly by Rich Surveyor, and 
for*the'"fame Eftimate lhall be made by fuch Surveyor of the whole Expence of re- 
pairing fuch Road, and of building or repairing of all fuch Bridges, 
Gullets, Arches or Pipes, and all fuch Walls neceflary to fupport fuch Roads, 
or to proteft PalTengers, as fuch Surveyor fhall deem rcquifite to be built or 
repaired; and every Surveyor who fhall have been fo employed by the Poll- 
malfers-General in making any fuch Survey, lhall attend at the Allizes to 
be holden 'next after the Time of making fuch Survey, in and for the 
Countv, County of a City or Town through which any fuch Road or any 
Part thereof lliall pals,. and lliall be examined upon Oath by the Grand 
J-ury at fuch Affizes, to the truth of fuch Surveyand Eftimates ; and there- 
upon it lhall and may be lawful for the laid Grand Jury, and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered to prefent the Sum neceTary for the Repair of 
fuch Road, to be raifed either off the County at large, or off any Barony 
or Half Barony therein, as they lhall think lit, and to appoint Rich Over- 
feers as they lhall think proper to fuperintend the Repair of fuch Road, and

lefs than Five hundred Pounds per Annum, who may be willing to aR in 
fuch capacity without any Salary or Allowance to be Supervifors of fuch 
Roads in the faid County, County of a City or Town, or of fuch part 
thereof as fhall be Ij^ecified by fuch Grand Jury, not exceeding Eight 
miles in length, for the purpofe of Rrperintending the Repairs thereof, and 
of preventing all Nuifances and Injuries thereto, and from time to time to 
remove any Rich Supervifor and to appoint another in his Read •; and it lhall 
and may be lawful for every Rich Supervifor to expend and lay out in each 
and every year any Sum or Sums of Money, not exceeding One Shilling by 
the perch for each perch within the DiRrid of fuch Supervifor., in repairing, 
cleanling and othei*wile improving Rich Roads or part of them and the 
Bridges and Pipes thereon, and in removing all Rich INTifances as may occur 
thereon ; and it fliall and may be lawfiil for every Rich Supervifor to appoint 
one or more Deputy or Deputies, with a Salary by the year not exceeding 
for the whole of Rich Deputy or Deputies a Sum to be calculated after the
